Hello Simin: 

I have reviewed the appropriate PC sections governing our Back on Track program, (See P.C, 1000.8, 1000,0 
and 1000.10). Under Section 1000.10, the plea/DEJ is not considered a conviction. A. DEJ is not a final 
judgment of guilty and proceedings are considered suspended or pending, while the D is in the program. It is 
ONLY when a participant fails the BOT program, that hc/she would he be formally adjudicated as guilty. It is 
only at this point that his "conviction" is final. Upon successful completion of a deferred entry of judgment 
program, the arrest upon which the judgment was deferred shall be deemed to have never occurred, under CA- 
PC section 1000.4(a), 

Federal law states that there is no final prior conviction if there was never a formal entry' of judgment by the 
state court nor a sentence of imprisonment or probation. My understanding is the federal definition of 
"conviction" does NOT include a deferred entry of judgment. See section 1101(a)(48) of the TNA, amended in 
1996. Under this section, the term "conviction" means, with respect to an alien a formal judgment of guilt of the 
alien entered by a court where two prongs are met: 

1) A Judge or Jury has found the alien guilty or the alien has entered a plea of guilty or nolo OR has admitted 
sufficient facts to warrant a finding of guilt AND, 

2) the judge has ordered some form of punishment, penalty or restrain on the alien's liberty to be imposed, 

Based on the two prong requirement of section 1101(a)(48), a DEJ does not meet the federal "conviction" test. 

I am not an immigration law expert, but I don't believe you are correct. With that said, our office does not 
inquire of a potential participant there legal status or whether they are a lawful permanent resident. All clients 
who have no record and who are eligible must enter a DEJ. We would face potential Murgia motions if we were 
to offer undocumented or LPRs the possibility' of pre-plea, while other participants must enter DEJs. 

Thus, all BOT participants must enter a DEJ. I will let my immediate supervisor Ana Gonzalez, know that you 
raised this issue with me.

This number does include Pre-DEJ exits; however, it is a mix 
pool of Pre-DEJ and post-enrollments, "withdrawn" category is typically used as exit reasons that stemmed from self-termination 
(based on the choice of the participants), terminated is usually used when the staff made the decision to exit the participant, for ex. 
receiving a new case, or the crime lab incident.

This number does include Pre-DEJ exits; however, 
it is a mix pool of Pre-DEJ and post-enrollments, "withdrawn" category is typically used as exit reasons that stemmed 
from self-termination (based on the choice of the participants), terminated is usually used when the staff made the 
decision to exit the participant, for ex. receiving a new case, or the crime lab incident. 

All of this information is based on what's been recorded in our former internal database. We purchased a new system 
on July 2012 and data is tracked a little bit more clearly now, Please don't hesitate to let me know if you have any 
additional questions, thanks.
